In Cotober 1950 the railroad station of Zemin had 22 teack sidinueg. 
Several hund¥ed ears were always in the eteticn. The station had 

ton suitchine locomotives, nine of which were series 62 locomotives 
‘supplied by UNRRA, and the tenth a Goxman Beosing locomotive. the 
gaitehing was done in three 8-hour shifts. 


the Zemun station reportedly has a repair shop with three tracke 
whieh oan accommodate nines locomotives. ‘The repair shop employs 

ten skilled workmen and 20 apprentices. Work ite done in one 8-hour 
shift, In October the repair shop had approximately 20 locomotives 

in reserve. Seven of these locomotives were of the 58 aeries supplied 
py UNRRA, but had never been usedo . 
Tie headquarters of the Administration of Surplus, a government 
enterprise, 18 in Zemun. ‘the enterprise is under the direction of the 
exeoutive branch of thé Federal Government, aiid has branches in all 

the larce sitios of Yugoslavia. It 1s in charve of the distribution 

of surplus goods, both in foodstuffs and other materials. Approximately 
120 slexvical employees and four common workers are employed in the 
headquarters. Milos Redovio is the manager, and he is assisted by 
aisertain Ivankevski, and by Nikola Vuckovia. 
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
